FINANCING SUBWAYS. 

The State of New York passed a law in 1909 per- 
mitting rapid.transit lines in the City of New York | 
to be financed through assessments levied on the 
property along the route, such assessments to be 
based on benefits accruing to the property owners | 
by the lines built, just as benefits are assessed, in 
the case of street widening. | 

It is a new idea in railroad construction. and the. 
law has never been tried out in New York. Its | 
legality will probably be tested with regard to the 
proposed Sixth avenue subway in Manhattan, whose | 
borough president is pushing thesplan. Under his 
direction the property owners have been canvassed, | 
with the result that a considerable number'| 
alohg the route have agreed to pay an 
assessment of 10 per cent on their property to| 
help construct the new line. As this would only |. 
vield about half the sum required, the Transit| 
Commission suggests an assessment of 20 per cent. | 
or that the area supposed to be benefited be ex-| 
tended for half a block to a block on each side| 
of the proposed route. If this is attempted, it is
